Pamela says, "In the Phillipines you go to 
first through sixth grade and then directly 



College is easier 
there. English is offered only as a foreign 
language class, because it is not their na- 
tional language. Also you have to pay for 
your schooling. The #1 foods are rice, string 
beans, and meats." 

Jorge comments, "You go from kinder- 
garten to sixth grade, then junior high for 
three years. Next high school for three 



years, and then college. Crime rates and 
gang activities seems to be higher. Old cars 
are common place, and there seems to be 
more people in the household." 

Ryota mentions, "Schooling starts in 
kindergarten through sixth grade. Then ju- 
nior high for three years and follows with 
high school for three more years. We go to 
school six days a week from 8 a.m. to 12 
p.m. You have to pay for your schooling. 
We don't celebrate Halloween, Thanksgiv- 
ing, or Easter. Fish is the main dish. Mini- 
mum wage is $8.50 an hour, but prices are a 
lot higher."

CHIEFS PROGRAM 



The Chiefs class is a new class at Armijo 
High School. Chiefs stands for Changing His- 
tory in Early Fairfield-Suisun. The objective 
of this class is to study California History, 
using the local area as a microcosm. The Indi- 
an period is spent studying the Suisun, Indians 
and Chief Solano. The Spanish-Mexican peri- 
od concentrates on the first non-Indian set- 
tlers: Jose Armijo, Juan Pena, and Juan Vaca. 
The American Era looks at Fairfield's 
founder, Robert Waterman and Suisun's 
founder, Josiah Wing. Oral histories are also 
recorded with elder residents relating their 
recollections of the area in the early 1900's. 
The students also go to the elementary schools 
to share their knowledge of local history with 
the younger students using a cross-age teach- 
ing format. Lastly, the students are prepar- 
ing for Armijo High School's Centennial, 
which will occur in 1991.

THE GREAT QUAKE OF '89 



At 5:00p.m. on October 17, 1989, ABC began its coverage of 
the third game of the World Series. Four minutes later, a 7.1 
earthquake hit and lasted for 15 seconds, resulting in numerous 
injuries, over 60 fatalities, and leaving thousands homeless. 

The Bay Area has lived with the dread of another earthquake 
like the one of 1906, but geologists say "this definitely was not 
the Big One". San Francisco's years of preparation paid off. 
Citizens immediately knew what to do. They automatically 
pulled together and helped one another. Despite the deaths and 
destruction, the city survived the earthquake relatively intact. 

The areas hit hardest by the earthquake were the Marina 
District, Interstate 880(Nimitz freeway), Watsonville, Los Ga- 
tos, Santa Cruz, and Hollister. 

A 50 foot section of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 
fell onto its lower deck and caused major traffic chaos and 
hassle for commuters returning to work the next week. 

Across the bay in Oakland, a one and a half mile stretch of 
Interstate 880 collapsed. Survivors said it was like a wave fall- 
ing. This is the first elevated freeway in California to collapse. 
Engineers were fascinated by the scene because they had never 
seen anything like it. 

Many homes were destroyed in the Marina District. The 
buildings in this area received the most damage because they 
were built on landfill, which is mostly sand and rocks. The 
homes, dating back to the early 1900's, illustrate some of San 
Francisco's most beautiful architecture. 

Earthquake victims are putting their lives back together slow- 
ly. Some lost everything, some lost less; but we all realize that a 
disaster like this can happen at any time. The key is prepared- 
ness. And we will all definitely be prepared for the next one.
